Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,18 and 25, when considered as a whole, are 
allowable over the arts of record. Specifically, prior arts of record do not 
teach or suggest the steps/means of analyzing security events comprising 
one or more individual device symbols and one or more group device 
symbols, each individual device symbol representing one of the one or 
more a security devices and each group device representing a group of 
non-security devices. Although Ptacek et al. teach grouping the security 
events into network sessions (figure 1 ), each session having of a graph on 
a display of a computer having an identified source and destination (Figure 
3, 31 8 and 322) causing display of a graph on a display of a computer 
system, the graph representing device (figure 1) in a network. However, 
none of the reference teaches each individual device symbol representing 
one of the one or more a security devices and each group device 
representing a group of non-security devices, neither teaches a group 
device symbol of a security incident volume indicator that indicates a 
number of network sessions whose source or destination is at the member 
of a group of non-security devices. 

With such limitations, the examiner deems this application in condition for 
allowance over the prior arts made of record.
